‘Reading the article entitled "Wamu" in the recent issue of Ama~Chewer has prompted 
‘some interesting thoughts. We are, without doubt, off the air for the duration of 
the war. While there are those who choose to see a chance for activity of some sort 
‘in thé future, there seems to be na coneréte foundation on which to base such hopes, 


Rather it would appear that the plight of the amateur is one which will be raadigty 
pushed aside in the feverish efforts of this adverse time. 


(One. cannet help wondering whether or not the intense effort of the ARRL to Poster 


the building of portable emergency eduipment was due more to wishful thinking that 


a place would be found fer the amateur to serve, rather than.a definitely planned 


program in close c¥llaboration with our. armed forces, The complete lack ef*¢s-~ 
ordination apparent in the futile attempts. of the League to obtain authority for 
some semblance of activity speaks volumes, and tends. to prove the point beyond the 
possibility of doubt, : on 


if, then,*such has been the case, we must look to ourselves for the roet of our un~ 
happy situation. If there were no plans formulated for application to just such an 
emergency as now confronts us, it is OUR OWN FAULT, ‘The Teague was able to present 
no stronger picture than we, Ourselves, have painted, We are the hams who were not 
able to police our own bands, who have forgotten’ the code, who overmodulate and 
splatter, who ride each other down at every opportunity, and with supreme egotism 
insist upon being the big duck ‘in the pu€dle, It is doubtful that any conscientious 
fam could conceive of vital emergency communications being entrusted to aub group. 
Qhe dismal failure of the first group of stations authorized to conduct themselves 
properly, probably resulted in the immediate dismissal of any plans entertained 

by the army invelving amateur operation. Our operating puddles were promptly and 
officially dried up, and Sere we are, stranded. BUT~-~ all is not necessarily lost, 


While it is very probably true that there will not. be any opportunity for us to 
Operate until after the war clouds have vanished,.we may well use this time of 

inactivity to good purpose, in giving some consideration to our shortcomings of 
the past ané reviewing our mistakes of conduct in order that our graternity may 
ghee again achieve the high place it once held,
